¢ Indians and families 
discussed by DPC

CHULA VISTA — A spokeswoman for local Native 

~ American Catholics asked the Diocesan Pastoral Council 

to recognize her community; she probably was heartened 

to see the council move toward official recognition of 
another oft-overlooked ethnic group. 


The DPC voted at its Feb. 16 meeting held at St. Pius 
X Church here to give its permission to the Filipino 
Catholic community of San Diego to form a 
representative committee. That committee will be allowed 
to elect a DPC representative. 


TOM SPENCER, DPC president, promised to look 
into amending the council bylaws to allow the change. 

‘“‘We’re ready,’’ said Remy Jiminez, a Filipino 
Catholic who for months has unofficially represented her 
community at DPC meetings. 


“I’m excited about it. I have worked with the DPC for 
months to get that organized,’’ she said. She plans to 
work with Father Dennis Macalintal. Someone will 
choose two parishioners from churches with large 

> Filipino populations to people the commission, she 
said. 


DOMINICAN SISTER Josepha Mauss pleaded the 
case of American Indian Catholics in the diocese. ‘“‘We 
don’t feel as though we know you and you know us,’’ she 
said. The Catholics she works with on. East County 
Indian reservations do not feel like part of the diocese, she 
said. 


Although Indian Catholics have deep faith enriched by 
a tradition of their own, they still have many unmet 
spiritual needs, Sister Josepha said. ‘“We need speakers 
out there. We need guest priests to come out and fire 
them up,”’ she said. Other needs include healing Masses, 
@ representation on the diocesan pastoral council and 
visits from ‘‘knowledgeable people’’ willing to work in 

and learn about the Indian culture, she said. 


‘“‘They do want connection with you,’’ Sister Josepha 
said. 


AUDREY CHUNG of the DPC’s Ethnic Ministry 
Committee promised to stay in touch with Sister Josepha 
and to encourage formation of a group that could 
represent Indian Catholics on the DPC.

‘Integration, not separation’ emphasized at Access Mass 


UNIVERSITY CITY — When Bishop Leo T. Maher 
joined the Access Sunday Mass congregation in 
expressing the responsorial psalm in sign language, he 
illustrated one of the themes of the annual Mass. 

Integration, not separation, is a key aspect of the 
Access Sunday Mass, offered Feb. 17 at Our Mother of 
Confidence Church, an organizer of the liturgy said. 


THIS YEAR, Services for Disabled People, the host 
agency, wanted to avoid having people with disabilities do 
all the readings, greeting, ushering and other Mass 
services. Instead of taking a “‘look what we can do’”’ 
posture, they hoped to show the ideal — disabled 
Catholics working side-by-side with fellow believers. 


‘“We’re trying to show that disabled people have a right 
to participate in their parishes,’’ said Betty Britschgi, 
director of the diocesan Services for Disabled People.

““Access Sunday is a day focusing not only on the right 
to enter our churches, but also on full participation of 
persons with disabilities in our churches,”’ she said in an 
interview prior to Access Sunday. 


OUR MOTHER of Confidence was chosen as a site for 
this year’s Mass because its aisles are wide, it has large, 
wheel-chair accessible restrooms and it has a social hall 
that is also accessible. 


Not all Catholic churches in the diocese are accessible; 
that is one reason Access Sunday was born in 1981. 
Bishop Maher celebrated that first Mass for the opening 
of the International Year of Disabled Persons. It brought 
together hundreds of disabled persons, their families and 
friends, ‘‘all bearing witness to the need for accessibility . 
in all churches,’’ Britschgi said. 


Often ‘‘attitudinal barriers’’ present more of a problem 
for disabled Catholics than do physical barriers. 
Sometimes pastors claim they do not have disabled 
persons in their parish, so they see no need to provide 
ramps or large, accessible restrooms, Britschgi said. An 
attitude like that might keep the disabled away from the 
parish, she added. 


“THE ATTITUDE comes first and then the 
accessibility will follow if the attitude is welcoming,’’ she 
added. 


The Access Sunday Mass this year included a homily 
by Father Anthony Stanonik, associate pastor of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church in Calexico. Father Stanonik 
was not the only one at the Mass who traveled a great 
distance, Britschgi said. The Mass attracted people from 


all ends of the diocese, she noted. 


Deacon Robert Ekhaml of St. Therese parish translated 
into sign language what Bishop Maher said from the 
altar. Carol Picard signed most of the rest of the Mass 
parts — including the readings. 


THIS YEAR the organizers attempted to involve the 
entire congregation in signing the psalm response and the 
sign of peace. An illustration of the psalm response was 
distributed to all and it was practiced before the Mass. 
Bishop Maher and his secretary, Father Peter Escalante, 
practiced the signing well in advance of the Mass, 
Britschgi added. 


Access Sunday is sponsored by Services for Disabled 
People, which is funded jointly by Catholic Community 
Services and the Diocesan Educational Ministries. 


Services focuses on advocacy, faith development and 
meeting social needs of people with disabilities.

STILL CATHOLIC? — The Catholic Health Association 
board of trustees has revoked the membership of St. Joseph 
Hospital of Omaha after it was purchased by a non-Catholic, 
for-profit health-care chain. But Archbishop Daniel Sheehan of 
Omaha said he still considers St. Joseph’s a Catholic institution. 
John E. Curley Jr., CHA president, said the hospital is no 
longer operated, supervised or controlled by the Catholic 
Church and therefore no longer meets the eligibility 
requirements of the Catholic Health Association. 


PERSECUTION ‘MYTHS’ Myths about alleged 
religious persecution in Nicaragua are being spread by U.S. 
officials, university professor Robert Hall claimed in a paid 
insert in The Steubenville Register, newspaper of the Steubenville 
diocese. Hall, on leave from the University of Steubenville, 
visited Nicaragua in December as part of a Witness for Peace 
delegation. Witness for Peace is a U.S. interreligious group 
which supports the Sandinista government of Nicaragua. 


‘A TEST’ — Pope John Paul II’s insistence that general 
absolution be used only in cases of ‘‘grave necessity’’ is a clear 
call to Church discipline that will ‘‘test’’ priests who have come 
to see general absolution as normal, Archbishop Albert 
Decourtray of Lyon, France, said.

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official. Archbishop Lipscomb, who is a former member of the 
NCCB Social Development and World Peace Committee, plans 
to attend the trial Feb. 27-March 1, said Father Rollins 
Lambert, the bishops’ African affairs adviser. Archbishop 
Hurley, president of the Southern African Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference, is charged with falsely accusing a South African 
police unit of brutality in Namibia, also known as South West 
Africa. 


NEW MASS — The five U.S. Catholic parishes of Anglican 
(Episcopalian) identity have begun using a new Vatican- 
approved Mass which is a slight modification of the eucharistic 
service in the Anglican Church’s Book of Common Prayer. The 
Vatican also approved the Anglican morning and evening 
prayer for use as the daily office by the 25 former Episcopalian 
priests who have become Catholic priests under the special U.S. 
norms for Catholic converts of Anglican identity. 


STRENGTH IN DEATH — The death of Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko has a community value for all Polish people and 
should help “‘strengthen our spirit,’’ Pope John Paul II told a 
group of Polish pilgrims Feb. 12, according to Vatican Radio. In 
reference to the trial of the four men convicted of the murder of 
the activist priest, the pope said he hoped the recent events in his 
Polish homeland would strengthen the Church there and in the 
world, according to a transcript of the broadcast. 


FOUND GUILTY — Benedictine Father Edward Markley, 
pastor of Our Lady of the Shoals Church, Tuscumbia, was 
found guilty Feb. 8 on charges stemming from an assault on an 
abortion clinic in Huntsville. Father Markley was sentenced to a 
year and a day in prison for criminal mischief and to 30 days 


-each on charges of assault and harassment on facility 


employees. The jail time was suspended and replaced with a 
five-year probation sentence. 


CHRIST AMONG US — Archbishop Peter Gerety of 
Newark, N.J., corresponded with the Vatican for two years 
about the problems with the book Christ Among Us before the 
Vatican asked him to withdraw his imprimatur from it a year 
ago, according to a statement Feb. 12. The statement, by Bishop 
James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said Archbishop Gerety had a 
written report about the circumstances leading up to the 
revocation of the imprimatur. Bishop Malone said the report 
shows that the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith did not act in a ‘‘sudden or arbitrary”’ way, as alleged by 
critics.

POPE A ‘RASCAL’ — A Peruvian Maoist guerrilla, one of 
those Pope John Paul II asked to abandon armed struggle, called 
the pope a “‘rascal’’ during an interview conducted before the 
pope arrived in Peru. The rebel’s comments were carried in the 
Feb. 11 issue of the magazine Caretas as part of an interview 
with anonymous members of the Shining Path guerrilla group. 
The guerrilla said: ‘‘This one (pope) is a rascal. He will come to 
expound old plans, but his plans will be broken.”’ 


‘ERA OF CHOICE’ — The next few years could be an “‘era 
of choice’’ for parents deciding how to educate their children, 
said William J. Bennett, the new U.S. secretary of education, at 
a Feb. 11 press conference. Tuition tax credits ‘‘are one 
application of the idea’’ of giving parents more choice in their 
children’s education, Bennett said at his first press conference 
since being sworn in as secretary of education Feb. 6. Tuition 
tax credits, which Catholic education groups have lobbied for, 
would allow parents to take a tax credit for part of the tuition 
they pay to send their children to non-public schools. 


LOOKING AT GANGS — More than 700 people at a 
community meeting Feb. 5 heard Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of 
Chicago, Auxiliary Bishop Placido Rodriguez, parish priests, 
Mayor Harold Washington and other officials discuss what 
could be done to end gang violence. The meeting included a 
prayer service remembering the deaths of 29 youths killed in 
gang violence in the past year.

‘Humanist’ nurtures positive outlook

SAN DIEGO — Gail Andrade has not always been 
Catholic, ‘‘but I have always wanted to be,’’ she said. 
Her liberal arts education, which helped add a 
‘‘humanistic’’ aspect to her life, increased her interest in 
becoming Catholic. 

Andrade, chairwoman of this year’s Mercy Hospital 
Ball and auction, is a Blessed Sacrament parishioner. Her 
husband, Edward, is president of A.O. Reed and Co., a 
San Diego mechanical contracting firm. They have one 
son, John, who attends Blessed Sacrament School. 


ANDRADE, A San Diego native born in Mercy 
Hospital, was raised as a Protestant. She married a 
Catholic, but he did not encourage her recent conversion. 


Her liberal arts education exposed her to Catholic 
thinkers. ‘‘I studied medieval and Renaissance literature 
in college,’’ Andrade said. She earned her bachelor of arts 
degree in English literature from Occidental College. 


She studied religion in college and remembers being 
attracted to Catholic rituals. The changes that Vatican II 
brought increased her attraction to Catholicism. ‘‘Some 
of the things I had difficulty with were changed,’’ she 
said. She especially approved of the Vatican II decision to 
allow Mass to be said in the vernacular and the Church’s 
‘‘willingness to recognize the right of other religions to 
exista7 

SHE TOOK convert classes from Msgr. William 
Mooney, pastor of Blessed Sacrament, and last Easter was 
confirmed and received her first Communion. (Her 
earlier Christian baptism is considered valid.) 

Christianity makes her ‘“‘more patient in facing 
difficulty,’’ she said. Her patience with others comes from 
trying. ‘“‘to look at everyone as a person with his own 
personal worth.’”’ 


‘‘T just try my hardest to do what I think is right. I do 
pray. I like to think that helps.’’ Prayer helps her ‘‘to be 
calmer about things.”’

SAN FRANCISCO — A Religious of the Sacred 
Heart who worked at the University of San Diego has 
chancellor of the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco. 


Sister Mary Bridget Flaherty, RSCJ, a former staff 
member of All Souls parish in South San Francisco, is the 
first woman chancellor of a major diocese in the United 
States. 


AS CHANCELLOR, Sister Flaherty will attend 
meetings of secretaries of the archdiocese and be among 
those who advise the archbishop on archdiocesan policy. 
She will assist the moderator of the Curia on programs, 
work with the archdiocesan planning committee and 
participate in the development of an archdiocesan 
pastoral council. 


Sister Flaherty will also gather information on 
ministerial formation programs in the archdiocese and 
Bay Area and make such programs known and available 
to deaneries and parishes. In addition, she will oversee the 
management of the Chancery building, act as notary in 
civil and canon law and supervise the archives of the 
archdiocese. 


Sister Flaherty holds a Masters degree in business 
administration. She has taught and served as a principal 
at elementary and secondary schools. 


AFTER SERVING as treasurer at the San Diego 
College for Women, she became the assistant business 
manager of the University of San Diego during the five 
years taken for the merger of the women’s college and the 
university.

Hospital’s vice president of community relations, asked 
Andrade to serve in the volunteer chairwoman post. 
Andrade was willing to help, she said, because ‘‘I think 
Mercy Hospital has...a unique quality in the way they 
treat the patients. I would never go anywhere else.’’ 


Andrade volunteers at her son’s school and is active in 
a RENEW group. During the last year, Andrade thinks 
she has ‘‘become more tolerant of other people and their 
feelings.’’ She thinks the RENEW process nurtures 
tolerance by gathering small groups of young and old, 
converts and long-time Catholics. 


‘Religion can give you a sense of security”’ that frees a 
person to see beyond themselves, enabling them to be 
concerned about the welfare of others, she said. 


CATHOLICISM HAS given her life ‘‘a focus,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Everyone has to have...a basic idea of life. That’s 
where religion, and for me, Catholicism, has proven a 
constructive focus.’’ 


Her outlook, which she agrees is ‘optimistic’? came 
from her childhood upbringing. ‘‘My studies in literature 
and religion just reinforced it,’’ Andrade added. 


“For everyone the place that a harmonious outlook 
begins is in the home, and so I try to do my best — our 
whole family tries — to contribute to a positive family 
atmosphere and to be as tolerant as possible yet offer 
constructive criticism,’’ she said. 


A CHRISTIAN does not ‘‘just accept everything”’ 
about one another, she stressed. ‘‘There’s also a 
responsibility to speak out to people and say ‘This is not 
right behavior and this is why it is wrong.’ ”’ 


Confession is especially good for youths today, she said, 
because, ““There are so many moral variables in our 
society that it helps our young people to know there are 
absolutes.’’? Even though young people may not always 
live up to the Church’s precepts, it is good for them to 
know the moral guidelines exist, she said.

She values receiving the Eucharist every week at Mass. 
Among other things, it reminds her of one of the more 
important aspects of her life — her faith. ‘‘I think 
receiving the Eucharist every week helps keep your 
religion before you,’’ she said. 


HER FAITH is ‘‘a great source of inner peace’’ 
enabling her ‘“‘to live the kind of life I would like to live — 
which is to see something above and beyond myself.’’

Sister Tuite gets twitted 


A small spark almost became a flame recently, when Sister 
Marjorie Tuite’s scheduled appearance at a Peace and Justice 
event was canceled. The San Diego Union headlined Sister’s 
charge of injustice against the diocese, and in particular against 
Bishop Leo Maher, who was made to appear the villain of the 


piece. 

Sister Marjorie Tuite, a Dominican Sister living in Chicago 
and employed outside the Church, was to speak at St. Columba’s 
about the forthcoming economic pastoral. The Peace and Justice 
Commission had invited her since she was already scheduled to 
speak in Los Angeles, and thus the expense would not have been 
great. Three days before the lecture, Bishop Maher canceled 
Sister’s appearance. Why? 


Because, sometime after she had been invited to speak here, 
Sister had been one of those whose names appeared in the well- 
known advertisement in the New York Times, urging dialogue 
about the Church’s teaching on abortion. The ad was taken out 
by Catholics for a Free Choice, a pro-abortion group depending 
on secular funds. 


According to the Union reporter, Sister stated that our 
bishop’s action was ‘‘disrespectful and wrong.’’ Sister also 
thought our bishop’s decision was “‘ironic,’’ because it is a sign 
(to Sister) of ‘‘the Church’s failure to deal with internal justice in 
its own life.’? From my viewopint, Bishop Maher’s action is 
precisely the opposite: it is an action of internal justice par 
excellence. 


Sister Tuite has been twitted, and no wonder she is miffed. To 
twit someone means to reprimand them because of their past 
mistakes, and that is just what the bishop did. In justice, the 
Church has a right and a duty to expect vowed Religious to live 
up to their public promise of obedience. Rome has indicated to 
the Sisters who signed the ad what they should do under 
obedience, and so far none of these nuns has done it. Thus the 
present situation of these 24 vowed Religious is an anomaly. 


When these Sisters endorsed the statement in the Times, they 
entered the public arena and issued a challenge. It is difficult to 
believe that they did not envision the disappointment and hurt 
which their action would cause. To the contrary, their action was 
timed for maximum impact and shock value. They succeeded. 
Having sown, they are now reaping. By taking such an 
inflammatory action vis 4 vis abortion, the Sisters have 
unfortunately damaged their usefulness as spokespersons on 
other issues. One need not agree with the course which Rome has 
taken to know that every action has a reaction. Those who signed 
the “‘pro-choice”’ ad have thus added more heat than light to an 
already overheated controversy. 


In justice, the bishops also have a duty to advocate the rights of 
the unborn. Pro-choice advocates would permit abortin, which 
the Church considers an unjust aggression against innocent 
human life. Once the right to live has been stripped from 
someone, there are no other rights left to be taken away. 
Therefore abortion is surely a question of injustice. To be just is 
to be faithful to God’s plan for life: to be permissive of abortion is 
to be unjust. Bishop Maher’s decision was indeed ironic, because 
Sister is professedly an advocate of social justice, and yet is 
actually supporting a monumental social injustice. There has 
been no failure here, on the Church’s part, to deal with internal 
justice. 


Sister claims that Bishop Maher was ‘‘disrespectful”’ becuse he 
did not speak to her before canceling the lecture. Nonsense. 
Bishop Maher never invited Sister here in the first place, and it 
was not his obligation to contact her. Sister had been invited by 
the diocesan Peace and Justice Commission, which should have 
rescinded the invitation sometime during the months since the 
New York Times ad appeared, all the way back in October. The 
bishop was placed in a position of assuming a responsibility 
which his commission neglected. 


In fact, it would not have been respectful to have Sister speak 
here. Even though her topic was.to have been the economic 
pastoral, Sister Tuite has made herself well known on the 
abortion issue, and would have been exposed to the full ire of 
many San Diegans who oppose abortion. Abortion is a very 
emotional issue. News from all over the country tells us that some 
misguided persons have even become destructive in their zeal. 
The confrontation could have been disruptive and even 
dangerous. This would have served no one, not the Church in 
San Diego and not Sister Tuite. 


Moreover, if Sister had spoken here, the Church in San Diego 


would have been sending out an ambiguous message: a nun 
permissive of abortion, in conflict with Rome, invited to speak by 
a bishop’s commission, at a parish hall. As pastor of the diocese, 
the bishop preserved the clarity and the integrity of our position 
on abortion by asking Sister Tuite to stay home. I think the 
bishop’s decision was right and was respectful. It was in the best 
interest both of justice and of peace.

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Lenten message 1985 


At the heart of religion there are two needs, the need to 
worship and the need to be saved. God became man to enable us 
to worship the Father in spirit and in truth. He became man to 
heal our wounds. The Christian discovers, moreover, that God is 
love, as St. John said. It is the lover’s role to help and to heal and 
to get the beloved to respond to His love. 


Christ is the full revelation of God’s love, of His plan for our 
salvation. He is the exemplar of the full human response in which 
God’s saving action comes to terms. If we seek, then, to describe 
the fullness of Christian life, we must go beyond formulae of 
love, to look at Christ as the concrete revelation of the fullness of 
life and the model of all holiness in God’s plan for us. Then 
Christian love and holiness center upon Christ and tend toward 
growing in the likeness of Christ. 


To the founder, the life of the Catholic emanates from the 
sacramental life of the Church. When the Church proclaims the 
good news of reconciliation or proposes achieving it through the 
sacraments, she is exercising a truly prophetic role, condemning 
the evils of mankind in their infected source, showing the root of 
divisions and bringing new hope in the possibilities of 
overcoming tensions and conflict and reaching brotherhood and 
sisterhood, concord and peace at all levels and in all sections of 
human society. She is offering to everyone the evangelical and 
sacramental principle of that reconciliation at the source. 
Personal conversion is the necessary path to harmony between 
individuals. 


The Church is reconciling inasmuch as she shows mankind the 
paths and offers the means for reaching this reconciliation. The 
paths are precisely those of conversion of mind and of heart and 
victory over sin, whether this latter is selfishness or injustice, 
arrogance or exploitation of others, attachment to material goods 
or unrestrained quest for pleasure. The means are those of 
faithful and loving attention to God’s word; personal and 
community prayer, and in particular, the sacraments, true signs 
and instructions of reconciliation among which there excels, 
precisely under this aspect, the one which we are rightly 
accustomed to call the sacrament of reconciliation or penance. 


To the people of our time, so sensitive to the proof of concrete 
living witness, the Church is called upon to give an example of 
reconciliation, particularly within herself. And for this purpose, 
we must all work to bring peace to people’s minds, to reduce 
tensions, to overcome divisions and to heal wounds that may 
have been inflicted by brother or sister on brother or sister, when 
the contrast of choices in the field of what is optional becomes 
acute; and on the contrary, we must try to be united in what is 
essential for Christian faith and life, in accordance with the 
ancient maxim — ‘In what is doubtful, freedom; In what is 
necessary, unity; In all things, charity.’’ There is here a need for 
conversion of the mind. j 


During this Lenten season, the most powerful reason to bring 
us to repent, to be reconciled with God and with each other is the 
thought of the Father’s love for us. It is the certain knowledge 
that Jesus is ever willing to forgive. The prophet, Isaiah 
expresses movingly God’s attitude to us: ‘‘Can a woman forget 
her child so as not to have pity on the son of her womb? Even if 
she should forget, yet I will not forget you.”’ (Is. 49:15) We must 
not trifle with God, nor play Him false. But if we continue to 
make an effort, if we long for Him and want to find Him, He is 
there with His love to forgive, and to give us the riches that Jesus 
won for us. For God is rich in mercy, and through Jesus Christ 
we, who are now members of the family of God, have been so 
richly blessed. The love of God for us and His abiding 
forgiveness can prove an irresistible attraction for those who 
become conscious of them. The barriers we try to erect crumble. 
We are drawn to God with increasing boldness when we learn of 
His love. 


Because of the death and resurrection of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, we are enabled to make that journey from sinfulness to 
life, hidden with Christ in God. The Gospel calls us to conversion 
of mind and heart, to change, to become different. 


Turning from what separates us from God demands that we 
say “‘no’’ to being apathetic in our service to God and our 
neighbor; ‘‘no’’ to all that disfigures us as human beings; ‘‘no”’ 
to all that is displeasing to God. This ‘‘no”’ to ourselves is self- 
denial. We need to put into practice in a sensible and prudent 
manner some exercise of self-denial to be better able to say ‘‘no’’ 
to ourselves when our faults, weaknesses and sins are coming 
between us and our love service to God. 


What is even more important is that we should say “yes’’ to 
God; “‘yes’’ to the demands He makes on us; “‘yes’’ to the 
suffering He might ask us to bear; ‘‘yes’’ to the love which He 
wants us to give; “‘yes’’ to respond to the immense love of God, 
to love as fully as possible to the maximum, to love as we 
ourselves have been loved. It is the dying and rising like a grain 
of wheat, as Jesus did, showing all people the Father, who loves 
and loves to the maximum.

to shout and to hug God. Strange? Well, put it down to a 
very personal reaction. It also brings a warm sense of 


- satisfaction, of propriety. It says that things are as they 


should be. The fact that I find a certain hardship in my 
efforts to live as Christian is recognized throughout Lent. 
The fact that I have fallen on the way and will again is 
acknowledged in the recalling of Jesus’ falling in 
weakness. If my pilgrim way should lead to a personal 
Calvary, Lent tells me that I do not walk it alone. 


MORE THAN that, it warns that we cannot step 
aside from our mission as baptized Christians for fear of 
the coming Calvary any more than Jesus could — and 
remain true to our faith. And at the same time, it consoles 
us by drawing attention to moments of reluctance and 
recoiling that even He knew. This season calls us to 
expand and refine our vision of mission — to ask and 
expect more of ourselves morally and spiritually — while 
urging us to understand that we are still in the process of 
development and not yet perfect, so that failures and 
errors will occur. 


It seems to me that Lent attacks us on four fronts; our 
complacency, our arrogance, our defeatism and what 
theologians call ‘‘quietism.’’ If we are comfortably 
satisfied that we are doing ‘‘enough’’ in prayer and 
commitment, or are spiritually as open as we prefer, Lent 
challenges our complacency. If we are prone to feeling 
superior to others in our spiritual experience, the depth of 
our prayer life and our active expression of our faith, Lent 


challenges our arrogance. 


Lent challenges, too, those of us who feel defeated by 
the whole idea of rising above self-interest and 
preoccupation with purely secular affairs — we who feel 
tired and empty and dispirited by our own inadequacy or 
the difficulties that confront us in life. Those of us who 
have withdrawn to a passivity that abdicates personal 
decision and initiative in the expectation that God will do 
everything for us and that His will deactivates our 
prerogative, will also find ourselves called to account by 
the meaning of Lent. 


IT IS A challenge but not a judgment...an invitation to 
self-knowledge and control, but not to punishment. An 
evocation of things latent or lacking in us, but in 
understanding love rather than harsh criticism. The 
passion and the cross, to which Lent leads us, casts so 
deep a shadow only because of the brilliance of the light of 
the resurrection and its triumph over all that is negative 
and obstructive to the flow of God’s love to and through 
us. 


Lent is, thank God, no longer thought of as a time for 
“‘giving-up’’ but as a time for giving — for giving of 
oneself to the Christian mission just that much more than 
we think we are able, just that much more than we were 
prepared to. Now is the time to take just that much larger 
a step towards union with God than we in our fear think 
adequate. Today is the day for a bolder commitment than 
we feel equipped for, a leap into ‘‘the deep end’”’ with 
faith that God will buoy us up and keep us afloat. 


Getting into the spirit of Lent 


“I always wonder what you’re going to come up with 
Lent,’’ a reader told me. ‘‘Our parish uses your series for 
Lent and I keep thinking you’re going to run out.”’ 


I laughed because, after writing Lenten columns for 10 
years, J always wonder what I’m going to come up with. 
Fortunately, we have a Church rich in heritage and a 
world in search of norms, a situation that invites reflection 
and examination in the family a well as the greater 
society. 


RESPONSE TO last year’s series on how the seven 
capital sins translate into family life today was so positive 
it tells me we need to reflect more on what we learned as 
children and put it into an adult and family context in 
light of modern life. Many of you wrote that you hadn’t 
reflected on the seven capital sins since grade school and 
appreciated an update on an adult level, on a post- 
Vatican II level, and for a technological rather than a 
rural-industrial culture. 


So this Lent I’m going to focus on the fruits of the Holy 
Spirit and how they work or don’t work in our families. 
Going back to catechism lessons a generation or two ago, 
we learned seven of this and eight of that — often

confusing the lists. 


I recall teaching the gifts and fruits of the Holy Spirit to 
my high school CCD sophomores at the same time they 
were learning the parts of speech in sophomore English. I 
was perplexed to find on tests that nouns and adjectives 
were gifts of the Spirit. I suspect the English teacher was 
even more astonished to find patience and self-control on 
her parts of speech test. 


REMEMBER THAT Paul listed seven gifts of the 
Spirit which, if followed, give rise to nine fruits. Before 
reading on, I invite readers to strain memories and see 
how many of each they can name. 


Time’s up. If you’re like me, you could recall about 
five of each and you weren’t-sure which was which. So 
let’s head back to Religious Education 101. Paul tells us 
the gifts or charisms include wisdom, understanding, 
counsel, fortitude, knowledge, piety and fear of the Lord. 

The fruits of living out these gifts are love, joy, peace, 
patience, kindness, generosity, faithfulness, gentleness 
and self-control or chastity. Some of us learned them by 
different names which adds to the confusion. 


WHEN I was discussing this series with a friend, she 


said, ‘“There were a couple with long names that I always 
got wrong because of spelling.’’ She was referring to 
benignity (kindness) and longanimity (patience). We’ll go 
with kindness and patience in this series, thank you. 
Families might be put off by parents saying, ‘“Tonight 
we’re going to talk about your benignity and 
longanimity.”’ 

Whatever we call them, we need them very much in 
family life today. Is there a family anywhere that wouldn’t 
like more love, joy, peace, patience, kindness, generosity, 
faithfulness, gentleness and self-control? But the kind of 
life we lead with time and money pressures, changing 
roles, children’s needs and behaviors, and work 
situations, tempts us to throw up our hands and say it’s 
impossible to.achieve such grandiose virtues in the family. 


With cultural influences like television, movies and 
music, we’re tempted to give up teaching self-control and 
chastity. With our present emphasis on individual rights, 
it’s difficult to affirm generosity and commitment. 


YET, THESE are the very virtues we seek in learning 
to live and love together. This Lent I invite families to 
join me in a new look at old charisms and examine how 
we live them within our own family lives. 


Lent is our annual retreat 


The season of Lent, it has been said, is the annual 
retreat of the entire Church and the Holy Spirit Himself is 
the retreat master. Some Catholics are fortunate enough 
to make a retreat occasionally and it is a privilege to be 
afforded time and opportunity for that period of spiritual 
intensity, but all of us should attempt to take advantage of 
the season of Lent. 


Jesus Himself this Sunday gives us the example of what 
our retreat should be. Jesus was sent by the Spirit toward 
the desert. He stayed in the wasteland 40 days and was 
put to the test there by Satan; from his desert experience 
Jesus went forth to proclaim God’s news of the kingdom 
(see the Gospel for the First Sunday of Lent). 


JESUS, GUIDED by the Spirit, passed 40 days in 
prayer to His Father. In His humanity He fulfilled words 
to be written later by St. Paul in his letter to the Romans: 
‘‘The Spirit helps us in our weakness, for we do not know 
how to pray as we ought’’ (Romans 8:26). Jesus through 
prayer faced Himself and the temptations which Satan 
raised within Him. He found strength in prayer as well as 


a sense of purpose and went forth from the desert to the 
mission upon which His Father wished to send Him. 


We do not have to go to a place called the desert when 
we wish to imitate Jesus. We can follow an idea proposed 
by St. Ambrose in writing about ‘‘going to our room and 
praying in secret.’’ An application of his idea is this: ‘““By 
‘desert’ you must understand, not a place devoid of water 
and verdant growth, but the desert that is within you, the 
place where you hide your thoughts, where you keep your 
affections; this desert of prayer is always with you, 
wherever you are, and it is always a secret desert, where 
only God can see you.’’ Lent is the season when we must 
shut out distractions and take more time for prayer. 


If we are open, the Spirit will help us in our prayer. 
The Spirit will’ move us to face ourselves and to 
acknowledge our weaknesses and our temptations. The 
Holy Spirit will give us the light to see what God’s will is 
for our lives. 


PRIVATE PRAYER should be coupled with the 
liturgical prayer of the Church, especially daily eucharist. 


During the weekday Masses of Lent the Spirit instructs us 
from His own writings, the sacred scriptures, which have 
been carefully chosen by the Church to be our inspiration 
during Lent. From the eucharist, the body and the blood 
of the Lord, we receive the proper nourishment which we 
need to put the divine scriptures into effect by the way in 
which we live. 


Perhaps Jesus wanted to linger over the consolation 
which came to Him toward the end of his desert 
experience, but He knew that prayer is not for self- 
satisfaction. It is not an exercise in spiritual narcissism. 
That is why He did not remain in the desert. He went 
forth to be with God’s people, to serve them by 
proclaiming the kingdom of heaven. 


Following our Lenten retreat we need to go forward 
with our lives as disciples of Jesus. The Spirit will 
continue to accompany us with His grace so that, like 
Jesus, we will have the wish and the way to do the 
Father’s will in our lives.

SALT LAKE CITY (NC) — Like the basketball 
games he played with his older brother in high school, 
John Stockton’s relationship with God is ‘‘one-on-one.”’ 


The rookie reserve guard for the Utah Jazz is deeply 
religious but doesn’t flaunt his Catholic faith. 


“I FEEL it’s important to know that I’m not alone (on 
the court),”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t run up and down the court 
making the sign of the cross, though.’’ 


At Gonzaga University, a Catholic college in Spokane, 
Wash., Stockton became the first player in school history 
to score more than 1,000 points and dish out more than 
500 assists in a career. His senior year he was named the 
West Coast Athletic Conference player of the year. 


He was also a second-team academic all-American, 
achieving a 3.4 grade point average. He led Gonzaga to 
its most successful basketball season in 17 years. 


BY THE NBA All-Star break, in his first pro season 
with the Jazz, Stockton was averaging more than 18 
minutes per game, was second on the team in assists, and 
had a 6.0-point scoring average. 


As a teen-ager, Stockton said, he spent most of his 
spare time playing one-on-one basketball games with his 
older brother Steve. ‘‘My biggest goal was to beat him,”’ 
he said, a goal he often reached after he outgrew Steve by 
four inches. 


Letters about economics pastoral flood USCC office

WASHINGTON (NC) — “‘I think this is the largest 
discussion we have ever had in the Catholic Church on a 
single subject,’’ said Ronald Krietemeyer, chief staff 
coordinator for the committee of U.S. bishops drafting a 
pastoral letter on Catholic teaching and the U.S. 
economy. 


Krietemeyer, U.S. Catholic Conference director for 
domestic social development, was interviewed on the 
pastoral’s progress as he made a brief stop at his USCC 
office where, in more normal times, he would be found 
almost every day. 


BUT THESE are not normal times for him or others 
working on the pastoral. He had just returned the day 
before from back-to-back trips to Honolulu and Dallas 
related to the pastoral letter, and in an hour he was due to 
catch a flight to New York for a weekend of consultations 
on the pastoral in the Diocese of Rockville Centre. 


During his two-week absence from the office, a thick 
folder of new letters suggesting changes in the pastoral 
had accumulated on his desk. It looked like about 300 
pages of paper, and much of it was typed single-space. 


Krietemeyer estimated that, not counting that new 
batch, his office had already sent the committee ‘‘at least 
1,000 pages’’ of comments from individuals or 
organizations on the first draft of the pastoral. 


THAT FIGURE, he added, did not include the stack 
“about four inches high of columns and articles” 
collected from newspapers and magazines around the 
country. 


“And that’s not counting at least 500 letters that 
Archbishop Weakland says he’s gotten so far.’’ 
Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee is 
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chairman of the pastoral’s drafting committee. 


It also did not include responses from the nation’s 
bishops, which were due in mid-February and had just 
begun trickling in a week before the deadline. 


WHILE A number of bishops carried on organized 
consultations in their dioceses as the bishops’ 1983 war 
and peace pastoral was being developed, that kind of 
organized feedback has increased dramatically for the 
economy pastoral, Krietemeyer said. 


He attributed almost all of that to the experience 
Catholic leaders gained in dealing with the war and peace 
pastoral. 


“We've been telling people for over a year to start 
planning”’ for seminars, workshops, and other kinds of 
structures to deal with the process of developing the 
economy pastoral, he said. 


DIOCESAN NEWSPAPERS around the country 
have been filled in recent weeks with reports of local 
listening sessions and other forums through which bishops 
have heard the views of their people before writing their 
own responses to the first draft. Many Catholic colleges 
and universities have held seminars or workshops on it. 


Many bishops set up special task forces to study the 
draft and advise them about it. At least one bishop sent 
copies of his formal nine-page response form for the 
drafting committee to every parish priest in his diocese, 
asking each to consult with his deacons or other 
parishioners in reading the draft and giving a critique of 
it. 

Krietemeyer said the letters that come into his office are 
first categorized and then photocopied and sent to each 
bishop on the drafting committee. There are separate 
categories for responses from bishops, from witnesses who 
have testified before the committee, from groups such as 
Catholic organizations or networks, from professional 
economists, and from ordinary individuals.

At 6 feet 1 inch, Stockton is considered short for a pro 
basketball player, but what he lacks in height, he makes 


up in quickness, agility, intelligence and persistence. 


“NOTHING IS easy,”’ he added. ‘‘If you quit, you’re 
never going to get any of the things in life you want.”’ 


Last spring he tried out for the U.S. Olympic 
basketball team and made it to the final round before 
being cut. 


But last summer he was Utah’s first-round pick and the 
16th college player overall to be selected in the National 
Basketball Association draft. 


COMING OFF the bench, Stockton — known to 
teammates and fans as ‘‘Little John’? — has been one of 
the top first-year players in the NBA. Of the 18 rookies in 
the league, Stockton has ranked first in assists, second in 
steals and second in field goal percentage. 


If his momentum continues, Stockton could join the 
highly publicized Michael Jordan of the Chicago Bulls as 
a 1984-85 all-rookie guard. 


Meanwhile, he lets his gentleman’s demeanor and 
quiet example do the talking for him. ‘‘I’m no preacher,”’ 
he said. ‘“There are times when you have to stand up for 
your beliefs and be vocal and there are times when you 
shouldn’t. For me it’s just comforting to know the Lord’s 
help is there.’’

The Church needs to be concerned for several reasons, 
Bishop Maher said. Without parents passing on the faith 
to their children, ‘‘the Church could not survive in its 
current form,’’ he said. 


BISHOP MAHER wants to write a pastoral letter on 
the family; he requested help from the DPC and the 
Family Life Commission. 


DPC members suggested the following ways to deal 
with family life issues: convene families for discussions of 
needs and problems, create a family life center in every 
parish, encourage family prayer, develop a method for 
intervening in families with problems, encourage 
babysitting and child-care services in parishes, encourage 
families to seek help through the diocese before crises 
occur, convene a diocesan synod on family life and ask the 
Family Life Commission to provide information to 
parishes on ways the Church can serve families. 


The Family Life Commission will be asked to come to 
May’s general DPC meeting with a specific plan for 
gathering people who will formulate a plan for dealing 
with family problems. The commission will also be asked 
to help work on the planned pastoral. 


THE U.S. Catholic bishops are planning to write a 
pastoral letter on women, and Bishop Maher said he is 
looking for input on a variety of questions written by a 
bishops’ committee. 


He appointed Dr. Kathleen Dugan of the DPC to be 
chairwoman of the women’s commission. She plans to 
meet with women to discuss ‘‘procedure, method and 
strategy’’ in rounding up a wide variety of opinion. 


Father Mark Campbell told the DPC that the 
presbyteral council — a policy-making body of priests — 
decided against allocating $65,000 for a “beyond 
RENEW” office that the DPC had supported in theory. 


HE AND Bishop Maher admitted that a problem of 
communication seems to exist between the DPC and the 
presbyteral council. ‘“There’s no conflict at all. It’s just a 


matter of people working hard but not communicating,”’ 
Bishop Maher said. 


Several DPC members reported on a recent retreat 
attended by 17 members of the council. They thought the 
retreat helped them get to know one another better and 
recognize communication problems. Some retreatants 
also said discussion at the retreat revealed the DPC 
members would like to be a more ‘‘action-oriented”’ 
group. 

Welcoming the DPC to Chula Vista were Father 
Donald Kulleck, pastor of St. Pius X parish, and Pat 
Sullivan, parish council president. Jackie Noel, the 
representative of the South Bay Deanery to the DPC, 
provided an outline of the host deanery.

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ALCALA PARK — “‘It is astounding that in a diocese 
of about 350,000 Catholics only 18,000 households 
receive the paper,’’ Father Louis Copestake said of the 
Southern Cross, which he edits. 


Since he took over the editorship more than a year ago, 
he discovered many Catholics who attend Mass regularly 
have never seen nor heard of the diocesan weekly. 


HIS REMEDY is to preach about the paper; he spoke 
last year from the pulpits of 28 parishes. Southern Cross 
has increased its circulation by 2,110 as a result, bringing 
total circulation to more than 20,000 households. 


He decided to push Southern Cross from the pulpit for a 
variety of reasons. “‘In the recent past there has not been 
a general promotion of the paper’’ in parishes, he said. 


Another reason for promoting the paper in churches, 
the editor said, is even those Catholics who are familiar 
with the paper may not have looked at it carefully. At the 
beginning of his presentation he asks ushers to distribute 
the papers to everyone in the church. 


HE POINTS out key features, such as ‘“‘The Pope 
Speaks,”’ ‘‘Happy to be Catholic,’’ ‘‘Faith Today’’ and 
news items of interest to that particular parish. 


_After the Masses at which he preaches (usually all 
Masses except the Sunday evening service), Father 
Copestake converses with people who are leaving. Lay 
people give him good ideas for the paper, he said. For 
instance, a lay person suggested Vice Officialis Father 
John Proctor write a question-and-answer column. Laity 
have suggested many subjects for ‘“‘Happy to be 
Catholic.”’ 


Readers also tell Father Copestake what they. value in 
the paper — columns by Enid Lanyon and Dolores 
Curran are mentioned often, he said. 


LISTENING TO readers has convinced him that ‘‘the 
average practicing Catholic is hungry for some sort of 
adult ongoing spiritual formation,’’ Father Copestake 
said. He thinks Southern Cross can fill that need. ‘‘This is 
the largest and the cheapest adult education program in 
the diocese. It costs 31 cents a week. I don’t know of any 
other adult education program that costs 31 cents a 
week,’’ the editor said. 


“People can lull themselves to sleep and they cannot 
rely upon the Catholic education they received as 
children,’’ he said. Catholics need to “deepen their 
insights,’’ or ‘‘otherwise, when a big crisis comes up in 


their lives, it‘s just too late to get what you need,’ he 
added. 


“We belong to a very rich tradition. We have a lot of 
history. So, you don’t have to wait until the Mormon 
rings your doorbell to get interested in your faith,’’ he 
said. 


THE NEWSPAPER would not exist without the 
support of pastors, Father Copestake said. More than 
10,000 subscriptions are paid by parishes through a 
system mandated by Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


He encourages pastors to refer to the Southern Cross 
from the pulpit, to make the paper visible and available at 
the entrance to the church and to inform new San Diegans 
about the paper when they register in the parish.

Father Copestake will visit any parish where he is 
welcomed by the pastor. Through letters and personal 
appeals at deanery meetings, the editor has encouraged 

é 


pastors to invite him to their parish. He also lets pastors 
know that Father Proctor will preach about the paper in 
Spanish at parishes with large Spanish-speaking 
populations. 


FATHER COPESTAKE expects that once he 
preaches at every place he is welcome it will be just about 
time to promote the paper again at parishes he visited 
some months earlier. 


A diocesan paper is one important institution in a 
network of Catholic endeavors, Father Copestake said. 
“‘As a Church we have always believed that there is a 
necessary range of institutions’’ needed to build up the 
Church. The Church contends that schools, hospitals and 
newspapers are parts of a “framework of institutions 
necessary to encourage people in living their faith,’’ he 
added. 


He quoted Bishop James W. Malone, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, who told the 
Associated Press, ‘‘It is impossible to interpret world 
events today if one does not grasp the role of religion. 
From Poland to the Philippines, from Soweto (South 
Africa) to San Salvador, and from India to Ireland, the 
fundamental issues of existence are permeated by 
religious ideas, institutions and loyalties.’

saw a need and filled it

ESCONDIDO — Dairy farms made 
up much of Mission Valley and streetcars 
clattered down Fifth Avenue and 
Broadway in 1932. San Diego’s 12 
Catholic churches were part of the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles and the 
Southern Cross was rolling off the printing 
presses of the Dougherty Publishing Co. 
for its 18th year, said Geraldine Floersch 


Watterson, who was then the paper’s 


assistant editor. 


She earned $5 a day for writing most of 
the articles, doing layout and proofing the 
eight-page newspaper — all to be 
completed during a three-day period each 
week. ‘“Those were depression days,’’ she 
said, ‘‘when you could buy a steak for 10 
cents.”’ 


JAMES H. Dougherty began 
publishing the Southern Cross in his plant 
near St. Joseph Cathedral in 1919 at the 
request of John Dorey, its former owner 
who left San Diego because of illness. 


According to Dougherty’s son, Gerard, 
he and two brothers operated the presses, 
linotype and folding machines. 


““My father’s faith was everything to 
him,”’ he said. ‘‘He felt San Diego had to 
have a Catholic newspaper.”’ 


THE ANNUAL subscription for the 
12- to 24-page weekly was $2.50; it could 
be purchased at newsstands for five cents, 
Dougherty said. Its wide circulation 
attracted advertisers from. as far as 
Arizona and Imperial County, enabling 
the paper to be published at a profit. 


One of the editors taught Gerard news 
reporting and one day assigned him to 
cover a local play. He did not get his 
story. ‘“‘All I got was a part in a 


- production,’’ he said, and he was never 


without an actor’s job for the next 43 
years. His mother, a former actress in 
New York, trained him for a career that 
won him leading roles in four movies and 
numerous plays. 


Watterson began writing for the paper 
in 1931 using her maiden name, 
Geraldine Floersch, as her byline. ‘‘I 
didn’t mind being the only woman in the 
plant,’’ she said. 


HER ‘“‘FAVORITE front page’’ was 
one she wrote about Bishop Charles 
Francis Buddy’s installation Feb. 3, 1937, 
as the first ordinary of the new San Diego 
diocese. She prizes a copy of a letter from 
the Catholic Press Association president 
to Bishop Buddy, complimenting him for 
the ‘‘well-written’’ stories and 
illustrations of ‘‘exceptionally high 
standard.”’ 


She enjoyed writing about Father J. La 
Pointe when he was pastor of Santa 
Ysabel Indian Mission. ‘“‘He gave away 
so much of the rectory furniture, the 
parish installed built-in furnishings,’’ she 
said. “‘He used to pick up old shoes left at 
stores and give them to the mission 
Indians.”’ 


“‘T had good working relationships with 
all the priests in the diocese,’’ she added, 
speaking of San Diego County’s 32 
parishes in 1936. 


JAMES DOUGHERTY, and later his 
son Bernard, published the Southern 
Cross until 1937 when the family gave it 
to. Bishop Buddy, who made it the official 
diocesan newspaper. He appointed 
Father James P. O’Shea editor — a post 
he retained until his retirement in 1970, 
except for a 10-year absence. 


Floersch continued working on the 
newspaper until 1939. She remembers 
Bishop Buddy’s frequent visits to the 
office and his annual July 4 dinners in the 
patio of his Mission Hills home for 
diocesan employees he called his ‘‘official 
family.” 

She remembers the time he gave her 
three days off and a $200 check from his 
personal funds for recruiting some friends 
to help address envelopes for a fund- 
raising drive. ‘‘I added the money to. my 
pledge and returned it to the diocese,’’ 
she said.

THE WRITTEN word has a special power to change 
lives, because it can be read again, pondered, studied.

Journalists can help remove 
peace obstacles, pope says

VATICAN CITY (NC) — A greater circulation of 
ideas and information can help remove obstacles to peace 
between people and nations, Pope John Paul II told 1,000 
international journalists. 


The pope also warned that manipulation of news, 


_ especially in a modern world characterized by a 


“technological revolution,’’ can damage the “‘connective 
fabric of society.” : 

Drawing an analogy between the church’s mission of 
evangelization and the journalist’s mission of 
communication, the pope called journalists the church’s 
‘traveling companions.” He spoke during a special Holy 
Year day for journalists accredited in Italy and at the 
Vatican. 

‘‘You are not infrequently witnesses to the repetition in 
our own day of the martyrdom of Golgotha, of the 
crucifixion of contemporary man, of the scandalous 
violation of rights and freedoms of human beings, in 
every latitude,’’ the pope said. 

The social dimension of journalism is a grave 
responsibility, he said. 


‘“‘A greater circulation of ideas 
and information in human 
society can promote ... a 
removal of obstacles — 
mistrust, suspicion, incompre- 
hension, discrimination, 
injustice — that still hinder the 
way to peace.” 


“‘This is particularly true in our own day, with the 
multiplied dangers of manipulation of the objective 
truth,’ the pope said. 


‘‘A greater circulation of ideas and information in 
human society,’’ he said, ‘‘can promote not only better 
understanding, but also a removal of obstacles — 
mistrust, suspicion, incomprehension, discrimination, 
injustice — that still hinder the way to peace and 
solidarity between individuals and peoples. 


“Tn a pluralistic world like ours, characterized by an 
unprecedented technological revolution, it is evident that 
the tools of social communication — if used for distorted 
goals or, worse, if bent to the logic of whatever power — 
can provoke profound damage to the connective fabric of 
society,’’ the pope said. 

On the other hand, he added, when journalism protects 
the rights of people and does not consider them as mere 
objects or users, the same tools ‘‘can have a decisive 
importance for the future of humanity.”’ 

‘*This is a choice that should be constantly kept in mind 
in the efforts toward a new world order of information 
and communication,”’ he said.

In its best form, he said journalism can instill a sense of 
God, cultivate hope and ‘“‘open horizons to minds and 
hearts.”’ 

Journalists dealing with religious information, he said, 
have seen a recent evolution toward men and wider 
interests. 


‘A proof of this is in the echo heard in newspapers of 
theological debates, pastoral initiatives of local churches 
and their work for social justice and human rights, the 
events of the apostolic see and the apostolic pilgrimages of 
the popes,” he said. 


Religious journalists have a special responsibility to be 
informed on all the aspects of the modern human and 
social reality, he said, including peace, disarmament, 
politics, economics and problems of youths and the 
family. 
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verse read by St. Augustine — is particularly influential, 
but every word has the power to inform, to move and 
even to convert. 


Exposure to the right words and to truly edifying, 
inspiring and challenging reading can make a critical 
difference in every life — and the special strength of the 
Catholic press is the presentation of the right words, in the 
right place, at the right time. 


THE CATHOLIC press provides accurate 
information, ongoing formation and needed inspiration. 
The accurate information Catholic publications convey 
provides an essential supplement to often incomplete and

Essential to our conversion is an increase in our life of 
prayer, especially in our devotion to the Mass. If we do 
this, then we can be certain that God'will speak to us and 
guide us. He will make increasingly clear to us what in 
our lives prevents our having union with Him. He wants 
that union; deep down, so do we. 


It is to that change of mind and heart that we are 
constantly being called: A change of mind and heart can 
be sudden and traumatic, as was the case of St. Paul, or 
more usually it is a life-long process. It involves a decision 
to change, a struggle to live in accordance with that 
decision, much failure, and a constant willingness to start 
all over again.

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Immigration wave 
forces social change

PASADENA, (NC) — The latest wave of 


immigrants into Southern California has had a positive 
effect on the economy, but social and political challenges 
lie ahead, according to a Rand Corporation 
demographics analyst. 


Kevin McCarthy, speaking at a symposium on ‘Los 
Angeles — A Global Village’ at Flintridge Sacred Heart 
Academy, told students and civic leaders that immigrants 
fill a vital need in the work force by working in low-skilled 
jobs. 


*“SINCE THERE has been a decline in native-born 
fertility, we as a society would be facing a need for 
workers to fill these entry roles,’’ he said. ‘If you raised 
wages to the level that native workers would demand it 
might drive these companies right out of business.’’ 


Before a 1965 revision of immigration law, McCarthy 
said, a quota system favored Europeans, who made up 60 
percent to 65 percent of U.S. immigrants. 


Since then, 80 percent of immigrants come from Asia 
or Latin America, and many settle in California, he said. 


““WE ARE the Ellis Island of the ’80s. We maintain the 
golden state image as the principal attraction for a large 
number of immigrants,’’ he said, explaining that 
California continues’ to attract Asians and Latin 
Americans because of its location and because immigrants 
are drawn to areas in which fellow countrymen already 
live. 


He said Southeast Asians, especially boat people, face 
special adjustment problems. ‘‘Their skills are for a pre- 
industrial society and they are entering the most 
developed industrial society in the world,’’ said 
McCarthy. ‘‘They are young and uneducated, with a 
reliance on public service and welfare,’’ he said.

THE UNITED States is suffering from ‘‘perhaps the 
worst wave of anti-immigration hysteria since the 1920s,”’ 
said Pasadena City Councilman Rick Cole. He cited the 
Simpson-Mazzoli immigration reform bill considered in 
Congress in 1984 as ‘‘an anti-human response,’’ and 
called initiatives to define English as the U.S. official 
language ‘‘utterly absurd.”’ 


Compulsive eater finds cure

ST. LOUIS (NC) — Four years ago Cenacle Sister 
Mary Sullivan was at a point of desperation. She was 
overweight and a compulsive eater. 


Since then she has lost 90 pounds, and she now leads 
retreats for compulsive overeaters based on _ her 
experience with Overeaters Anonymous. 

“IN 1980 I felt my whole life was out of control,’’ she 
said at a retreat in St. Louis. Then Sister Sullivan, who 
lives in Lake Ronkonkoma, N.Y., heard about 
Overeaters Anonymous, a 25-year-old international 
organization based on the same 12 steps used by 
Alcoholics Anonymous. 

‘‘This is for life,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s just like AA. I can’t 
take that first unpremeditated bite. I can’t take certain 
foods because I would be off and running.”’ 


Overeaters Anonymous members hold meetings, have 
sponsors, telephone each other, and rely on the AA book, 
substituting the words food and eating for alcohol and 
drinking. 

“OA SAYS (overeaters) have an emotional illness that 
is manifested physically and remediated spiritually,’’ said 
Sister Sullivan. 


People use eating as an escape, and compulsive eating 
is based on feelings ‘‘we need to forgive and be forgiven,”’ 
she said. 


Sister Sullivan pointed out that not every person with a 
weight problem has the disease of compulsive eating. 
When the disease is not present, she said, an overweight 
person can be guilty of the sin of gluttony. ‘‘If I drank and 
became drunk that would be sinful because I am not an 
alcoholic,’’ she explained. ; 

COMPULSIVE OVEREATERS do not receive as 
much sympathy as victims of other diseases, she said, 
adding, ‘‘People look down on overeaters’’ because they 
are fat. Overeaters Anonymous members depend on God 
and their support system, she said. 

The retreats attract a wide cross-section of men and 
women, she said. The nun tries to keep the program 
flexible by giving each group a ‘‘rhythm of quiet to get in 
touch with feelings, and of dialogue to express feelings.’’

Pope calls for Lenten look at hunger 


WASHINGTON (NC) — This is the text of Pope John 
Paul II’s Lenten message for 1985. The message was released in 
Washington Feb. 12 by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops.) 

Dear brothers and sisters in Christ, 


Again this year at this time of Lent, I wish to speak to 
you about the distressing situation created by hunger in 
the world. When hundreds of millions of people are 
lacking food, when millions of children are irreparably 
marked by hunger for the rest of their lives and thousands 
of them are dying of it, I cannot remain silent, we cannot 
remain silent or inactive. 


We know that governments as well as international 
organizations and associations send much relief to the 
victims of these food shortages, unfortunately without all 
of them receiving what could save them. But to be 
effective, could not a very significant effort be made to 
attack even more decisively the causes of this scourge 
which rages on a worldwide scale? 


IT IS TRUE that natural causes such as bad weather 
and long periods of drought are unavoidable at the 
present time. But their consequences would often be less 
serious if people would not add mistakes and sometimes 
injustices to these natural causes. Is everything being 
done to prevent, at least in part, the disastrous effects of 
bad weather, as well as to ensure the just and rapid 
distribution of provisions and assistance? On the other 
hand, there are situations which are intolerable: I am 
thinking of those farmers who do not receive just 
compensation for their hard work; I am also thinking of 
those rural people who have been ousted from their 
productive lands by individuals or groups, already 
abundantly provided for, who amass wealth at the 
expense of the hunger and suffering of others. And how 
many other causes and situations of hunger could be 
quoted! 


Within the same family, can some members eat their 
fill while their brothers and sisters are excluded from the 
table? To think of those who suffer is not enough. In this 
time of Lent, conversion of hearts calls us to add fasting to 
our prayer, and to fill with God’s love the efforts that the 
demands of justice toward neighbor inspire us to make. 

“TI have compassion on the crowd’’ (Mk 8:2), said 
Jesus before multiplying the bread to feed to those who 
had been following Him for three days so as to listen to 
His word. Physical hunger is not the only kind from

which humanity suffers: many of our brothers and sisters 
are also hungry and thirsty for dignity, freedom, justice, 
for food for their minds and souls; there are deserts of the 
spirit and the heart! : 


HOW ARE we to show in a concrete way our 
conversion and our spirit of penance at this time of 
preparation for Easter? - 


First of all, to the extent of our sometimes great 
responsibilities, by not cooperating im any way with 
anything that could cause hunger to even one of our 
brothers and sisters in the world, be he or she near or 
thousands of kilometers from us; and if we have done so, 
by making amends. 

In the countries which are suffering from hunger and 
thirst, Christians are sharing in the urgent help being 
given and in the fight against the causes of this 
catastrophe of which they. are the victims just like-their 
fellow citizens. Let us assist them by sharing with them 
our surpluses and even what we need, for this is the true 
practice of fasting. Let us take part generously in the 
concerted actions of our local churches. 


LET US always remember that to share is to give to 
others what God intends for them and which is only 
entrusted to us. To give fraternally by allowing ourselves 
to be inspired by the love that comes from God is to 
contribute to alleviating physical hunger, to nourishing 
people’s minds and to gladdening their hearts. 


“‘Let all that you do be done in love.... The grace of the 
Lord Jesus be with you’’ (1 Cor 16:14,23).

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For Fray Junipero Serra, the period 
from March 1773 to May 1774 was a time 
of joy, progress and triumph. His letters 
are full of warm gratitude, ebullient 
optimism and bright hopes. The 
California enterprise was going well. 


But soon minor problems began to 
surface. The discontent was occasioned 
by Fernando de Rivera, the new 
commander, whom from the beginning 
Serra considered a roadblock to the 
program so harmoniously projected by 
the viceroy. 


SERRA LACKED enthusiasm for 
Rivera from the very moment he 
heard of his appointment and now at 
Monterey he became convinced that he 
had not been in error when he judged that 
he could never expect much cooperation 
from the commander. 


Jose de Galvez too had his misgivings 
about Rivera as a military leader, as well 
as about his willingness to take the 
initiative. Rivera had received the same 
instructions as Serra and had copies of the 
same documents prepared by the

California depended upon the 
cooperation of the commander and the 
Franciscan presidente. The sad fact is that 
despite the viceroy’s generosity, both 
Serra and Rivera did at times lack the 
necessary wherewithall to forge ahead, 
due mostly to the great distance between 
California and its sources of supply. 


SERRA WAS certainly the greatest 
enthusiast for the prosecution of the 
California conquest. Through ll 
negotiations he always appeared as the 
incurable optimist. His zeal and sincerity 
had won over Antonio Bucareli. But 
Serra was realistic enough to realize that 
not everyone shared his goals and 
methods. 


The presidente felt that after five years of 
operation, the Alta California missions 
were in as good shape as those of 
Peninsular California and, of course, his 
plans were to perfect them. He was 
forever trying to keep lighted the three 
fires he had enkindled: at Monterey, at 
the palace and at the college. 


Despite the fact that Serra had gone to 
Mexico principally to have Pedro Fages 
removed and to have substituted for him 
a successor who would work with him 
harmoniously, that purpose was not 
attained with the appointment of Rivera. 
Disputes and misunderstandings were 
almost continuous. That anything was 
accomplished at all is nothing short of a 
miracle. 


SERRA’S AIM was to found as many 


missions as possible for the prime 
objective of converting the Indians, as is 
plain from reading his numerous and 
pleading letters. He especially wanted to 
see San Buenaventura, so long delayed, 
become a reality. His idea was to build 10 
or 11 missions in his lifetime and thus 
have a ladder with conveniently placed 
rungs. (He always referred to the series of 
missions as a ladder, each one a rung, 
something one climbed up and down with 
no little labor.) 


Sometime prior to mid 1774, Serra 
proposed to Rivera the founding of San 
Buenaventura. He later wrote that his 
request was refused with ‘‘such 
reasoning’’ that if a hundred additional 
soldiers were added to the presidtos, 
Rivera would still offer the same negative 
objections. 


The presidente was more than willing to 
take the plunge. He felt that without 
taking a calculated risk, nothing would be 
accomplished. He recalled that the reason 
for Spain’s presence in California was to 
convert and civilize the Indians. He could 
see no reason for delay when were was a 
probability of success. It was a clash 
between Rivera’s ‘‘military prudence”’ 
and Serra’s ‘‘spiritual imprudence.”’ 


BUT SERRA was a pragmatist. After 
broaching the subject in a humble way, 
pleading for the cause that was close to his 
heart, he let the matter drop. But he 
never for a moment doubted that 
eventually he would get his way. And he 
did.

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, Las falsedades en el ataque a la pastoral sobre economia 


Por el Padre Jerry Sims 


Nada de lo que han dicho 0 hecho los obispos de los 
Estados Unidos en los tltimos 50 afios ha causado un 
semejante exceso verbal tan ridfculo como su reciente 
carta pastoral sobre la economia. Pero esto es un buen 
signo. Si los obispos en realidad hubieran escrito algo 
esttipido, todos lo hubieran disimulado cortesmente para 
no causarles bochorno. Pero que muchos hayan 
reaccionado atacando tan fuerte, significa que los obispos 
han de haber dicho algo muy verdadero, que ha sacudido 
asi a tantos nervios débiles. 


Se pueden distinguir cuatro principales falacias o 
falsedades en el fondo de estos ataques. 


LA PRIMERA consiste en apelar a la separacidn entre 
la iglesia y el estado. Los atacantes acusan a los obispos de 
intento indebido para influenciar al gobierno. Pero estas 
mismas gentes permanecen en extrani silencio cuando el 
Rev. Jesse Jackson corre para presidente, el Rev. Jerry 
Falwell organiza la Moral Majority, o un grupo de rabinos 
reclaman por mayor ayuda para Israel. 


éPor qué esto de que sdlo la Iglesia Catdélica debe 
quedarse callada? Todavia existe en las almas de muchos 
la intolerancia anticatdlica que impulsd letreros que 
dijeron, ‘‘Se busca ayuda: irlandeses y catdlicos no deben 
aplicar. 


La segunda falsedad esta en afirmar que los obispos no 
son economistas, por lo cual no pueden hablar sobre este 
asunto. Es cierto, los obispos no son economistas sino 
maestros de moral. Pero es igualmente cierto que los 
economistas no son maestros de moral y la historia ha 
demostrado que cuando las ‘“‘leyes’’ de economia o 
politica imperan sin moralidad, el mundo se pone en 
serias dificultades. Cada vez que los maestros de moral 
son silenciados 0 ignorados, sobreviene el desastre. 


TRES RECIENTES ejemplos de esto son: nuestra 
Guerra Civil en 1860; la Revolucién Rusa y el estallido 
del comunismo en 1917; y la dominacidén de Hitler que

condujo a la Segunda Guerra Mundial y al asesinato de 
tantos millones de judfos. Las causas de todos estos tres 
horribles desastres residen en la injusticia social 
(inmoralidad) de la econom{fa imperante. 


La tercera falsedad ataca la demanda de los obispos por 
una redistribucién de la riqueza. No es justo — reclaman 
los atacantes — quitar el dinero a quienes trabajan duro 
para darlo a quienes no hacen nada. San Pablo lo dice: 
‘*F] que no trabaja, que no coma.”’ 


Pero la verdad es que los mas ricos no son los que mas 
duro laboran. Quienes llevan la carga mds pesada son 
aquellos que luchan por sostener a una familia con $40 $5 
por hora de labor; es decir, los obreros del campo, los 
empleados en talleres no sindicalizados, los jornaleros 
comunes. ;Y es asombroso ver cémo muchos ‘“‘patronos’’ 
exigen el mdximo de esfuerzo a cambio del mfnimo 
salario! 


LA CUARTA falacia es la mas insidiosa: acusa a los 
obispos de ser anti-americanos y de estar a uno o dos 
pasos del comunismo o del socialismo. Los Estados 
Unidos — arguyen los atacantes — se desarrollaron ricos 
por causa-de los inmensos recursos naturales que existfan 
disponibles aqui. Pero el catalizador que promovié la 
prosperidad fue la libertad y no la codicia de los primeros 
emigrantes. Y entre una y la otra hay gran diferencia. 


Un estudio de la historia inicial de los Estados Unidos 
muestra cémo, lejos de ser codiciosos egofstas los 
‘“peregrinos’’ pioneros y colonizadores, fueron los seres 
mas generosos, fraternalmente colaborantes los unos con 
los otros. El egofsta, el miserable, fue mirado por ellos 
como indigno y objeto de desprecio. Si algo intentan los 
obispos reconstruir de aquella América primordial, es 
precisamente ese espfritu convencido de que trabajar 
unidos nos dard la plena abudancia para todos. 


éQué pretenden decir pues los obispos? Afirman ellos 
que en una nacidn tan rica como la nuestra no hay razén 
para la pobreza ni el desempleo ni el hambre. Atin mas, 
debemos promover la participacién de nuestra riqueza 


La cuaresma — tiempo para decir si a Dios 


En el fondo de la religidn hay dos necesidades — la 
necesidad de venerar y la necesidad de ser salvado. Dios 
se hizo hombre para que pudieramos venerar al Padre en 
espiritu y en verdad, se hizo hombre para sanar nuestras 
heridas. El cristiano descubre, ademas, que Dios es amor, 
como dijo San Juan. Es la funcidn del que ama el ayudar 
y sanar, y buscar que corresponda el ser querido a su 
amor. 


Jesucristo es la revelacién plena del amor de Dios, de su 
designio para nuestra salvacién. Es el ejemplo de la 
completa entrega humana en la cual la accién salvifica de 
Dios se realiza. Entonces, si buscamos la descripcidn de la 
plenitud de la vida cristiana, debemos ir mas alla de las 
varias férmulas de amor para ver a Jesucristo como la 
revelaci6n concreta de la plenitud de la vida y el modelo 
de toda santidad en el plan de Dios para nosotros. Asi, el 
amor cristiano y la santidad cristiana estan centrados en 
Jesucristo - tienden a desarrollarse a semejanza de 
Jesucristo. 


PARA EL fundador, la vida del catdélico emana de la. 
vida sacramental de la Iglesia. Cuando la Iglesia proclama 
la buena nueva de la reconciliacién o se propone a 
conseguirla a través de los sacramentos, ella ejerce una 
verdadera voz profética, condenando el mal de la 
humanidad desde su contaminado principio, exponiendo 
el origen de las divisiones y trayendo esperanza nueva 
para las posibilidades de sobreponerse a las tensiones y a 
los conflictos y llegar a la fraternidad y hermandad, 
armonia y paz en todos niveles y en todos sectores de la 
sociedad humana. Ella ofrece a todos el principio 
evangélico y sacramental de esa reconciliacién desde la 
base. La conversién personal es el camino necesario para 
la armonia entre individuos. 


La Iglesia es réconciliadora puesto que ensefia a la 
humanidad los caminos y ofrece los medios para obtener 
esta reconciliacidn. Los caminos son _precisamente 
aquellos de conversién de pensamiento y de corazén, y 
victoria sobre el pecado, ya sea este egofsmo o injusticia, 
arrogancia o explotacién de otros, apegamiento a los 
bienes materiales o busqueda incontenible del placer. Las 
maneras son aquellas de atencién carifiosa y fiel a la 
palabra de Dios; oracidn personal y comunitaria, y en 
particular los sacramentos, verdaderos signos e 
instrumentos de reconciliacion. 


Para la gente de nuestra época, sensitiva al testimonio 
viviente y concreto, la Iglesia es llamada a dar un ejemplo 
de reconciliacién, particularmente dentro de ella misma. 
Y para este fin debemos esforzarnos por traer paz a las 
mentes de las personas, reducir las tensiones, vencer las © 
divisiones y sanar las heridas que se hayan cometido entre 
hermanos cuando los contrastes de alternativas se 
agudecen. Por el contrario, debemos tratar de ser unidos 
en lo que es esencial para la vida y la fe cristiana, de 
acuerdo con el antiguo dicho: ‘‘En lo que es dudoso, 
libertad; en lo que es necesario, unidad; en todas las 
cosas, caridad.’’ Hay aquf una necesidad de convertir la 
mente. 


DURANTE ESTA cuaresma, la razén mag poderosa 
que nos trae a arrepentirnos y a reconciliarnos con Dios y 
con nuestro prdjimo es la realizacién del amor del Padre 
hacia nosotros. Es la certeza de que. Jesucristo siempre 
esta dispuesto a perdonar. El profeta Isaias expresa 


emotivamente la postura de Dios hacia nosotros: ‘‘;Acaso 
olvida una mujer a su nifio de pecho, sin compadecerse 
del hijo de sus entrafias? Pues aunque esas llegasen a 
olvidar, yo no te olvido”’ (Is. 49:15). Nunca deberemos 
burlarnos de Dios ni jugarle traicién. Pero si continuamos 
esforzandonos, si lo deseamos y queremos encontrarlo, El 
estara alli con su amor para perdonarnos y para darnos las 
riquezas que Jesucristo gand para nosotros. Dios es 
abundante en misericordia y a través de Jesucristo 
nosotros, que somos miembros de la familia de Dios, 
hemos sido abudantemente bendecidos. El amor de Dios 
para nosotros y su perdurable perddn son atracciones 
irresistibles para el que sea consciente de ello. Las 
barreras que tratamos de interponer se derrumban. 
Somos atrafdos hacia Dios con una audacia que aumenta 
conforme reconocemos su amor por nosotros. 


Debido a la muerte y resurreccién de nuestro Sefior 
Jesucristo podemos hacer esa transicién del pecado a la 
vida, ocultos con Jesucristo en Dios. El evangelio nos 
llama a la conversidn de mente y corazén, a cambiar, a 
hacernos diferentes. 


Para rechazar lo que nos separa de Dios tenemos que 
decir “‘no’’ al pecado, ‘‘no’’ a las malas costumbres, 

” a ser apaticos en nuestro servicio a Dios y a nuestro 
prdjimo, ‘‘no’’ a todo lo que desagrada a Dios. Este ‘‘no”’ 
que nos decimos a nosotros mismos es abnegaci6n. 
Necesitamos poner en practica, de una manera sensata y 
prudente, algtin ejercicio de abnegacién para poder 
decirnos ‘‘no’’ cuando nuestros defectos, debilidades y 
pecados se interponen entre nosotros y nuestro amor y 
servicio a Dios. 


LO QUE es atin mds importante es que debemos decir 
‘‘sf’’ a Dios; ‘‘s{’’ a las peticiones que El nos haga; ‘‘si’’ al 
amor que nos ide dar; ‘‘si’’ a responder al amor inmenso 
de Dios, a amar intensamente y hasta el maximo, a amar 
como nosotros somos amados. Es morir y resurgir como 
un grano de trigo, asf como Jesucristo, manifestando a 


todos al Padre, quien ama y ama hasta el maximo. 


Esencial a nuestra conversién es un aumento en nuestra 
vida de oracién, especialmente en nuestra devocién a la 
Santa Misa. Si hacemos esto, podemos estar seguros de 
que Dios nos hablard y nos llevara por buen camino. El 
nos hara ver claramente lo que en nuestras vidas nos aleja 
de El. El quiere que nos unamos a El, y en lo profundo de 
nuestro ser nosotros lo queremos también. 


Es a este cambio de mente y corazén al que estamos 
constantemente llamados. Un cambio de mente y corazén 
puede ser repentino y traumatico, como fué en el caso de 
San Pablo, o mds comunmente puede ser un proceso que 
dura toda la vida. Se requiere una decisién de cambiar, 
una lucha por vivir de acuerdo a esa decisidn, muchos 
fracasos, y la disposicidén constante de empezar de nuevo. 
Nuestra obligacidn es tratar, el éxito es un regalo de Dios. 
Es la voluntad de seguir tratando, que en s{ misma es un 
regalo, lo que importa mas, porque ese esfuerzo es prueba 
de nuestro amor, o de que queremos amar.

ESTO NO es comunismo ni socialismo, sino doctrina 
cristiana. Lo que la mayorfa no constata es que el 
comunismo y. el capitalismo estén mucho més 
estrechamente emparentados entre sf, de lo que se 
imagina. 

¢Cudl es el principio esencial del capitalismo en su 
forma mas pura? jPues establecer que ‘“‘la riqueza’’ posee 
derechos propios suyos que son superiores a los derechos 
humanos! El dinero es productivo por sf mismo, y los 
unicos derechos que tendrian los trabajadores son sus 
contratos con los patrones. Los salarios no se basan ni en 
la dignidad del obrero ni en la calidad del trabajo, sino en 
el numero de operarios disponibles como oferta, y en la 
voluntad de los que quieran contratarse mds barato. 


Un ejemplo de esta superioridad de los derechos de la 
propiedad sobre los derechos humanos ocurrié durante la 
Guerra del Vietnam. Aquellos jévenes que se marcharon 
al Canada para escapar al reclutamiento militar fueron 
duramente condenados por la sociedad. Si se expatriaron 
por cobardia o por objecidén de conciencia, esta fuera de 
nuestro asunto. 


DE TODOS modos se esperaba que ellos estuvieran 
dispuestos a sacrificar su vida, si era necesario. Sin 
embargo, en esos mismos dfas’ algunas estrellas de 
Hollywood y otras gentes muy ricas, obtuvieron la 
ciudadanfa Suiza abiertamente para escapar los 
impuestos. Esto no se convirtié en escandalo publico. jDe 
estos no se esperaba que sacrificaran su riqueza con el 
mismo patridtico fervor con que se aguardaba de los 
primeros el sacrificio de la vida! 


No hablo ni en favor ni en contra de los que escaparon 
al reclutamiento. Simplemente sefialo la incongruencia de 
colocar los derechos de la riqueza por encima de los 
derechos humanos. 


El comunismo, por la otra parte, establece que el 
trabajo tiene absoluto derecho a todos los beneficios y 
ganancias de sus afanes, de acuerdo con la habilidad de 
cada uno, y en proporcién a las necesidades de cada cual. 
Arguye que los patronos no tienen ninguna clase de esos 
derechos, porque ellos desde un principio amasaron su 
riqueza por medios inmorales. 


EL COMUNISMO nunca podrd existir en realidad, 
porque si nadie posee cosa alguna, entonces el estado seria 
duenio de todo, lo que significarfa que los oficiales del 
gobierno iban a resultar los virtuales patrones o 
poseedores de la riqueza general. Y con el tiempo estos 
crearfan modos de obtener los mismos_privilegios 
materiales que tienen los actuales capitalistas. 


En resumen, ambos el capitalismo y el comunismo se 
fundan sobre el mismo principio — la codicia. Los que 
tienen dicen, ‘‘Queremos mdas,’’ y los que no tienen 
claman, ‘‘Ahorcad a los bribones y arrebatadles lo que 
tienen.” 


Los obispos ensefian algo opuesto a ambos sistemas. 
Afirman al igual que nuestros antepasados fundadores, 
que el ser humano tiene ciertos derechos inalienables 
fundamentados en la dignidad de la persona y no sobre la 
propiedad o el trabajo. Hay un minimo de nivel humano, 
por debajo del cual nosotros como cristianos no podemos 
permitir que nadie se hunda. 


SAN PABLO no generalizaba simplemente cuando 
dijo que el que no trabaja no coma (2 Tes. 3,10). El 
hablaba sdlo del perezoso, del ‘‘bueno para nada,’’ del 
aprovechado. Pero de ahf no se puede concluir que el 9 
por ciento de ‘‘desempleados’’ sean un 9 por ciento o mas 
de holgazanes, buenos para nada, aprovechados. 


Sencillamente, no hay suficientes oportunidades de 
trabajo, y esto no es culpa de los desempleados. Pero la 
dignidad humana exige que nosotros, como nacién, no 
permitamos que esta situacién continue. 


Por lo demas, ningtin catdlico de buena fe puede 
rechazar lo que dicen los obispos, y que muchas veces 
antes enseiié la autoridad de la Iglesia, desde Leon XIII 
para acd, hasta nuestro actual pontffice Juan Paulo II. 


TAMBIEN PRESENTAN los obispos ciertas 
sugerencias sobre cOmo cumplir lo que proponen. Puesto 
que sdlo se trata de un anteproyecto de la carta, tales 
sugerencias pueden discutirse y debatirse, pero no 
descartarse a la ligera. Quizd alguien podria proponer 
una idea mejor para proteger la dignidad humana. 


Me temo que los detractores de los obispos no querran 
producir ideas mejores, porque a ellos lo unico que 
interesa es que la situacién no cambie. Algo asf como la 
esclavitud que pretendfa eternizarse en el Sur, o como la 
aristocracia Rusa que querfa conservar sus privilegios, o 
como la Alemania de Hitler que aplaudifa el dominio 
definitivo de la ‘‘super raza.”’ 

Como catélicos debemos alinearnos orgullosamente del 
lado de nuestros obispos. Ellos han hecho brillar la luz, 
que en Cristo, nos ayudard a todos a ver mas claramente.
